ADMINISTRATION AND REGULATION APPROPRIATIONS
SUBCOMMITTEE PASSES FY 2009 APPROPRIATIONS BILL
- LSB 5000JB

The Administration and Regulation Appropriations Subcommittee passed
LSB 5000JB (FY 2009 Administration and Regulation Appropriations Bill) on
February 28. The Bill appropriates a total of $95.6 million from the General
Fund and authorizes 1,959.8 FTE positions for FY 2009. This is a decrease
of $695,000 compared to the estimated FY 2008 appropriation. The Bill also
appropriates $20.6 million from non-General Fund sources for FY 2009, an
increase of $28,000 compared to estimated FY 2008. Significant changes
are listed below.

A decrease of $320,000 to the Department of Administrative Services (DAS).
This includes decreases of $80,000 to the DAS operating budget, $120,000
for utility costs, and $120,000 for the Capitol Complex shuttle service.

A decrease of $40,000 for the Credit Union Division to reflect a one-time FY
2008 appropriation increase for the procurement of a document imaging
system. The funds are not needed in FY 2009.

A decrease of $40,000 for the Terrace Hill Quarters.

An increase of $360,000 (from $1.4 million to $1.8 million) for the Drug Task
Forces. The Bill also allows the Office to carry forward any unexpended
funds from the FY 2008 appropriation. The carry forward amount is
estimated to be $359,000.

A decrease of $200,000 for the Department of Human Rights. This includes
$15,000 for the Administration Division and $185,000 for the Status of
African Americans.

A decrease of $300,000 for the Local Government Innovations Fund. The
Fund currently has a balance of $791,000 available to be used for projects.

A decrease of $150,000 for the Department of Revenue to reflect a one-time
FY 2008 appropriation for the Tax Amnesty Program. The Department did
not request continuation of the appropriation for FY 2009.

JUSTICE SYSTEM APPROPRIATIONS SUBCOMMITTEE
PASSES FY 2009 JUDICIAL BRANCH AND JUSTICE
SYSTEM APPROPRIATIONS BILLS - LSB 5007JB AND LSB
5006JB

The Justice System Appropriations Subcommittee passed LSB 5007JB (FY
2009 Justice System Appropriations Bill) and LSB 5006JB (FY 2009 Judicial
Branch Appropriations Bill) on February 28.

The Justice System Appropriations Bill appropriates $521.5 million from the
General Fund, a decrease of $749,000 compared to estimated FY 2008.
The Bill also appropriates 6,292.1 FTE positions, an increase of 7.0 FTE
positions compared to estimated FY 2008. Significant changes are listed
below.

A decrease of $113,000 that includes:

e Adecrease of $47,000 for the Attorney General’s Office.
e Adecrease of $50,000 to eliminate a pilot project.
e A decrease of $15,000 for the Consumer Advocate’s Office.

Language is included that directs the Department to spend at least $600,000
from forfeited property receipts for Victim Assistance Grants.

An increase of $446,000 that includes:

e A decrease of $587,000 to eliminate one-time costs and a pilot project.

e Anincrease of $589,000 to provide operating funds for 9.5 months for 26
additional Community-Based Corrections (CBC) beds at Fort Dodge.

e Anincrease of $444,000 to replace expired federal funds at the First
CBC District Department and the Anamosa State Penitentiary.

Language is included that directs the Department to spend at least $300,000
from canteen receipts on Corrections Education.
A decrease of $27,000 that includes:

e Anincrease of $93,000 to provide 25.0% State match for the Readiness
Center Armory at Camp Dodge.
e Adecrease of $120,000 to eliminate State funding of the Civil Air Patrol.

A decrease of $1.0 million that includes:

e A decrease of $425,000 for the closure of the Fort Madison riverboat.
e A decrease of $617,000 to eliminate one-time costs.

The Judicial Branch Appropriations Bill appropriates $148.2 million from the
General Fund, a decrease of $200,000 to eliminate FY 2008 one-time costs.
The Bill authorizes 2,003.1 FTE positions. This is no change compared to
estimated FY 2008.

In addition to the General Fund appropriation of $3.5 million, $1.2 million was
appropriated from the Jury and Witness Fee Revolving Fund and $3.0 million
was appropriated from the Court Technology and Modernization Fund for
Judicial Retirement. This increases the State’s contribution to $7.6 million or
30.6%.

TRANSPORTATION, INFRASTRUCTURE, AND CAPITALS
APPROPRIATIONS COMMITTEE PASSES FY 2009
TRANSPORTATION APPROPRIATIONS BILL - LSB 5011JB

The Transportation, Infrastructure, and Capitals Appropriations
Subcommittee passed LSB 5011JB (FY 2009 Transportation Appropriations
Bill) on February 27. The Bill appropriates a total of $328.1 million from the
Primary Road and Road Use Tax Funds, an increase of $1.3 million
compared to estimated FY 2008. The Bill also appropriates 3,373.0 FTE
positions, a decrease of 1.0 FTE position compared to estimated FY 2008.

Significant changes include:

e Anetincrease of $967,000 for the Highways budget unit. This includes
an increase of $797,000 for the purchase of salt and an increase of
$100,000 for support of additional lane miles.

e Anincrease of $231,000 for workers’ compensation costs.

e Anincrease of $1.0 million for a permitting system designed to automate
the process of issuing permits for oversize and overweight vehicles. The
total cost of the new system is $2.0 million. The Department plans to
request the remaining $1.0 million for FY 2010.

e An appropriation of $2.5 million for construction of a new maintenance
garage in Waukon.

The Bill includes an FY 2008 supplemental appropriation for the Highways
budget unit totaling $9.7 million for labor, fuel, and salt costs associated with
winter road maintenance.

DEPARTMENT OF REVENUE TAX AMNESTY REPORT

Senate File 580 (Tax Amnesty Act of 2007) allowed individuals and
businesses the opportunity to pay qualified delinquent taxes without penalty
and with only one-half of the normal interest charge. The amnesty period ran
from September 4, 2007, to October 31, 2007.

The Department of Revenue issued a final report on February 25, 2007,
summarizing the results of the amnesty program. The report concluded:

e Atotal of $28.3 million from 7,467 delinquent tax payments was received through
the amnesty program.

e Corporate and individual income taxes accounted for 66.4% of the amnesty
payments and General Fund sales/use tax receipts accounted for 31.7% of
amnesty payments.

e  The Department of Revenue expended 79.1% of the authorized General Fund
appropriation for administration, mostly on promotion and advertising.

Energy Proposal

GOVERNOR'S ENERGY PROPOSAL

Governor Culver announced an energy proposal on February 25. The goal
of the proposal is to reduce the State’s dependence on imported oil and to
implement practices that improve energy efficiency. The proposal includes:

e Creates a Commission on Energy Efficiency Standards with administrative
assistance from the Department of Public Safety. The Commission will:

« Evaluate energy efficiency standards for existing or newly-constructed
buildings.

«  Propose energy efficiency improvements and enforce building code
standards.

 Recommend new energy efficiency standards.
»  Provide incentives for construction projects that improve energy efficiency.

« Implement an energy efficiency building labeling or rating system for
residential, commercial, and industrial buildings.

e Creates a new renewable energy standard for lowa that requires 25.0% of
energy used be from renewable energy by 2025.

e Authorizes the lowa Utilities Board to establish an energy efficiency goal for
every utility to reach an overall goal of 1.5% Statewide annually.
